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bySuhashiniMuIay 
The bylaws of the new McGill 
Student Corporation give the Stu- 
dents' Council little control over 
^thc corportation, set up to make 
^ legal' transactions between the 
Students* Society and outside part- 
ies easier. Money for the corpora- 
tion must' be voted by Students' 
Council, but there is no provision 
for Council to control its activities. 

The bylaws, drafted by Stud- 
ents' Society lawyer Charles Flam 
under the direction of the Society 
executive,. were submitted to the 
provincial government two .weeks 
ago without being ratified by 
Council. The executive successful- 
ly opposed a motion requiring 
Council to examine the bylaws 
before submission, on the grounds 
that the bylaws could later be 
amended. 

Under the terms of the new 
corporation, its bylaws may- be 
amended by a now law passed first 
by the board of directors and then 
ratified by at least two-thirds of the 
full members of the corporation. 
The board is composed of the 



three-member executive, the com- 
ptroller, and secretary . of the 
Students' Society. There is no 
provision for ordinary members to 
propose a bylaw amendment. 

The corporate form will enable 
the Students' Society to sign 
contracts with other people and 
organizations. At present, the 
Society has no legal status and 
cannot enter into legal agreements 
with a second party. Incorporation 
will also let the Society undertake 
profit-making ventures, like type- 
setting and the proposed $50,000 
pub in the Union. • 

According to the. bylaws,, full 
members of the corporation "shall 
be limited to persons interested In 
furthering the objects of the 
corporation and whose applications 
for admission as full members have 
received the approval of the Board 
of Directors." The "objects of the 
corporation'*, remain .undefined. 
Only members of Students* Council 
have the right to become fuU 
members with the permission of 
the board and only full members 
can vote or hold office in the

Blood Drive

The "largest humanitarian 
event" on campus this week, 
according to Blood Drive co-chair-, 
man Chris Sorochinsky, is in grave 
danger of falling far short of its goal 
of 4,500 pints. So far, with only two 
days left to go in the annual drive, 
about 1,600 pints of blood have 
been collected. 

Neil Poch, a Blood. Drive 
volunteer, offers one explanation 
for the poor turno ut.; "Be fore, Ul 
and U2 students weifSVexcitcd 
about^giying blood for the first 
time...now^they say don't bother 
me; I already gave once." Poch also 
attributes the poor turnout to the 
apathetic attitude of thé students 
towards everything at McGill. 

Louise Darche, the official 
registrar at this year's clinic, says if 
enough blood is not donated,'-a 
shortage occurs in the hospitals, 
ond operations have to be 
cancelled; all but the most urgent 
surgery is delayed until the blood 
supply is replenished. 

"How would you feel if you 
needed , a blood transfusion and 
were told there wasn't any blood?" 
she asked. 

She said that in the past three 
years, the amount of blood donated 
at McGill's clinic has steadily 
declined. "At one lime, McGill 
could be counted on for 1,000 pints 
a day. Now. we're lucky if we get 
400," she said. In the past three 



years, the number of beds has also 
declined — from 24 to 16. 

Darche said that this year, for 
the first time, the Red Cross is 
holding additional clinics through- 
out the city to supplement the 
blood collected at McGill as the" 
Red Cross "can't afford to depend 
entirely on McGill's clinic any- 
more." 

But an intensive advertising 
campaign, . just begun, may ' 
improve the McGill situation. The '* 
Bank of Montreal donated $500 to 
the, drive for ads in the. Montreal 
Star and the Gazette over the 
weekend in an attempt to attract a . 
larger response from the commun- 
ity at large. Radio station CKGM 
has also been advertising the drive. 

If a call comes through for blood 
to be sent to ^he Middle East, the 
clinic has decided to comply. Thus, 
people have the option of donating 
their blood specifically to help 
Israel or the Arab countries. So far, 
more blood has been donated for 
Israel than for the Arab states, but 
according to volunteer Betsey 
Pleasants, most people want their 
blood used in Quebec. "After all," 
she said "blood is blood, and people 
give blood because they want to — 
not really for any c.iuse." 

To "lure" students to the drive, 
one free flight to London and a few 
free dinners and ski passes are 
being offered as prizes.

Sir George library workers are 
back to work this niorning after a 
nve:week walkout that suspended 
library service at the university. 
The breakthrough in negotiations 
came late Sunday night, when the 
administration made concessions 
on some union demands. The new 
contract was ratified by the library 
workers tl a meeting Monday 
morning. . 

Both union, and administration 
representatives said they are hap- 
py with the settlement. 

The new contract includes: 
•a minimum salary of $4,750 as of 
June 1973, meeting the union's 
demand; the administration had at 
first offered $4,600; the minimum 
will rise to $5,200 in 1974; 
•more precise job descriptions and 
qualifications written into the 
contract; 

•guarantees that a worker cannot 
be forced to .transfer to another 
campus .wh^^the^ Sir George- 
Loyola mergier is completed; 
•greater job security for ^ose 
already employed. - : - 

Last week, the History Students 
Society announced that all history 
classes were to be cancelled in 
support of the library workers, 
starting yesterday. The Day Stud- 
ents Association followed^thls 
move by adopting a resolution 
supporting the library workers and 
calling for a general boycott of 
classes this week. On Thursday, a 
demonstration took place in front 
of the administration building, 
where 300 library workers and 
students set up a picket line. . 

Union spokesman Peter Page 
said it was thi.s pressure from the 
students and faculty, that forced 
the administration to capitulate to 
union demands. "When students 
and faculty mobilize, the strike 
ends," he said. "It happened at 
McGill, and it happened at Sir 
George." 



Page said the strike was a fight 
from the start, but worth it. He 
also said the problem of anti-union^ 
ism in the university administra- 
tion was obvious. 

"Vfe were in the position where 
we were fighting for rights that 
other non-unionized staff already 
had," he said. Page said the 
administration was refusing to give 
in mainly because the National 
Union of Sir George Williams 
University's Employees^ the lib- 
rary workers' union, is paft of the 
CNTU. ■ 

Union representative Nancy 
Marrelli said she was relieved that 
the bargaining was over and the 
strike settled. "It took four days of 
hard bargaining just to get a wage 
offer alone from the administra- 
Uon." > > ; 

Administtative' representative 
Michael Shëldon said he was "glad" 
the strike was over. "

The bylaws also create a cate- 
gory of "aissociate members," de- 
fined as "all students registered at 
McGill University who have paid 
the annual membership fee for 
Associate Members." This fee is to 
be fixed by the board. 

Any, member of the corporation 
can be forced to resign by a vote of 
at least three-quarters of the 
members. Some directors can also 
be removed from office, but not the 
president or vice-presidents of the 
Students' Society, who form the 
majority of the board members. 
' The bylaws do not allow direct- 
. ors as such to get paid, but officers 
of the corporation can receive- 
money voted to them by a member- 
ship meeting. The three executives 
of The Students' Society automat- 
ically become officers of the corpor- 
ation and so can be paid in this 
capacity. .. 

Quorum for general meeting of* 
the corporation— with the power 
to remove members, elect direct- 
ors, and amend the bylaws — is 
only two full members.

Arts and Science nominees

The candidates in the Students* 
Society by-elections for the faculty 
of arts and science Wednesday are 
Gary Burgess, Anna Campagna, 
Michael Johnson, and Richard 
, Markus. .\ ' V n..- 

Anna Campagna stressed that 
she is representing the Popular 
Student Front (PSF) in the coming 
election and that the PSF "is a 
party with a philosophy". It was set 
up in 1969 .to enable students to 
"oppose the evib of fascism, 
racism, and imperialism". 

She said that "monopoly 
capitalism in the administraton" 
was a threat to the students' right 
to control their own organizations. 
Her primary aim would be to work 
for a reduction of the administr- 
ation's power over student affairs. 
She said thatif the present system 
of "administration domination of 
the Students' Society" does not 
change, the studenU will never be 
able to achieve other changes. "The 
students," she said, "have a right to 
their own organizations, to run as 
they see fit" 

Michael Johnson, asked about 
constitutional changes heiwoyld 
like to propose, said "There should 
be an open Council meeting every 
two weeks. At these meetings, all 
Councillors should be present. At 
the very least, the meeting would 
be a forum at which debate would 
be open to all students. StudenU 
could present ideas of their own 
and question Councillors on their 
positions. These meetings could 
also be official open meetings of the 
Students' Society, if the required 
quorum of, say, 500 students were 
present. In this way, students 
could regularly participate in the 
legislative process." 

Johnson also criticized the 
proposed incorporation of the 
Students' Society: "The StudenU' 
Society Executive has presented a 
constitution for, this corporation 



that vh'tually excludes- studenU 
from participation," he said. "We 
must make sure that this 
corporation does not become even 
more monolithic than the StudenU' 
Society government is at the 
moment" 

Finally he emphasized the issues 
of more equiUble representation 
and constitutional reform. 

Richard Markus said he was not 
running on political issues, but was 
supporting specific demands made 
by studenU. "I do not show the 
views of any political organization, 
nor am I backed by any," he said. " I 
am simply a student and a serious 
one". 

He said most studenU would like 
to see the price of lecture notes 
lowered. 

He said he would like to "help 
create harmony and a working 



attitude" on Students' Council so 
' that it can "universally represent" 
5tudenU and give them more to say 
in their affairs. He spoke about the 
need for ending factionalism: "We 
should work together rather than 
apart" 

On represenUtion by popul- 
ation, he said that every faculty, 
large or small,' should receive fair 
equal representatif)n for science 
faculties that contributed the most 
in fees were not being treated 
fairly and that more funds should 
be given to them. 

Gary Burgess could not be 
reached for an interview. In his pen 
sketch, he stressed tHe bsue of 
constitutional change to achieve 
equal representaton;ii^o^^j^8cieD(M| 
studenU with arU sCtTdents^ndf 
called for the completion of the 
proposed pub in the Union. 



Graduate nominees 



The candidates in the upcoming 
StudenU' Society by-elections for 
the faculty of graduate studies are 
Andrew Fonus and Ian Hyman. 

Andre w E. Fenus said that one of 
the main problems confronting 
graduate students at McGill is their 
disproportionate representation on 
Students' Council. The result, he 
said, is .that they do not have a 
sufficient say in StudenU' Society 
affairs and are not given a fair 
share of the funds.' Many clubs and 
societies on campus have very 
few graduate student members, he 
added, and in general, graduates 
are excluded from important 
StudenU' Society organizations. 
To correct these problems, Fenus 
-stressed the need for constitutional 
reforms to promote a system of 
represenUtion by population. He 
said that a fair system of 
represenUtion is needed and that 



he would try to institute rational, 
pragmatic reforms. 

He also said he would strongly 
support the McGill Day Care Co-op. 
Day care is a pressing issue for 
graduate . studenU> who have 
children and 'want them to be 
responsibly cared for, he said.

Ian flyman, representing . the

Professors have every right 
to respect picket lines 
To the editor: 

This letter is a rebuttal to that of 
G: Shacter, B. Comm; Ul (October 
18). I would like to respond to the 
question you posed in your letter. 
The question is: "What the hell 
gives a certain number of the 
teaching staff the gall to decide, 
without consultation ~with their 
students, to cancel classes indefin- 
itely in support of the McGill main- 
tenance workers' strike?" 

You, my dear sir, seem to forget 
that professors are human beings, 
with a sense of reason and consci- 
ence — not computers program- 
med to teach and mark students. 
Also, my dear sir, the maintenance 
workers are human beings,' not 
robots hired to work at a menial 
salary by the bleeding heart of 
kindness of the McGill administra- 
tion. 

Profes.sors have every right to 
respect the picket lines of the 
workers if they believe it is morally 



wrong to cross them. The attitude 
expressed in your letter parallels 
the attitude of many students last 
week on campus.

It appears to me 
that the only matter that concerns 
you at McGill is yourself, your 
marks, and yoiir career. 

I also work to pay my way 
through school, but I cannot 
support a university that tries to 
suppress the right of a man to fight 
for a living wage.

concern. But how many people do 
you intend to step on to attain your 
goal (I use this word loosely)? 

Here, in this word, lies your 
selfishness. You expect professors 
to step (stomp!!!) on the picketers 
so you can be educated. Every time 
you cross a picket line you express 
this sick judgement. 

I can sympathize with you, 
though. Many people don't have 
the courage to load themselves by 
their own judfjement and must 
follow the example of others as a 
crutch for support. You, by your 
letter, have followed the example 
of the administration in trying to 
break the strike and have every 
right to express their opinions if 
you feel they are justified. Hut you 
have no right to demand that a 
professor, a student, or anyone 
cross a picket line if they sympath- 
ize with the strikers. 

Finally, I would like to commend 
the actions of thos^profcssors who 
did cancel their lectures for the 
duration of the strike. At least for 
once in their teaching careers, they 
got off their asses and attempted to

If Premier Robert Bourassa is' counting 
heavily on votes from English-speaking 
students at McGiil and elsewhere, on Oct. 29, 
he knows he can forget about significant 
support from their francophone counter- 
parts, , 

Education policy ranks second perhaps 
only to anti-labour laws ' in winning the 
Quebec Liberals enemies: 

• When on Oct. 4 the premier unveiled his 
new book on James Bay, for which he now 
faces contempt of court charges, at the Ecole 
Polytechnique In ^Montreal, engineering 
students there were angered at his use of the 
school facilities. They charged that 
Bourassa, who had earlier refused their 
request to meet with them publicly, 
exploited the reputation of the school to 
legitimize his James Bay policy and promote 
his candidacy. The president of the students' 
association said tHo "engineers of 
tomorrow", in 'fact, disagreed with the 
Liberals' sell-out hydro plans. . 

• Students in the legal sciences 
department at the Université du Quebec a 
Montreal (UQAM) now have over 3,000 
names ' on their petition demanding the 
department be reopened. 

The administration postponed the 
opening of the faculty until Sept. 1974 after 
Education Minister Francois Cloutier 
attacked the "revolutionary Marxist" 
contents of the proposed courses. In fact, the 
professors involved say the courses were 
designed simply to help "le monde ordinaire" 
fight injustices of the present legal system. 
Hardly the stuff revolutions are made of, but 
apparently unorthodox enough for the 
government to wreck the school year of a 
considerable number of students. 

To combat government and university 
intransigence, a "common front" of 
professors, union centrals and popular 
groups was set up Oct. 18 with the goal of 
re-opening the legal sciences program. 

• The rest of the UQAM students have 
other grievances to settle with the Bourassa 
regime after last year's bilter five-week 
strike against harsher fee policies. The new 
rigulalions, calling for immediate payment 
of debtsand payment of school fees in one or 
two lump sums in the future, would have 
meant the expulsion of some 3,000 students. 
A strike launched by the students last 
January was eventually broken by 
injunctions and threats to cancel the school 
year, but not before students had met head 
on with the full force of state repression: 
several students were injured, one 
hospitalized, when motorcycle cops rammed 
through picket . lines. Inflammatory 
statements -, by^i^ivCloutler and other 
government spoltesmen didn't help win the 
hearts of the striking students. 

The strike succeeded only In postponing 
the new policies until this September. A 
survey conducted by the students showed 36 
per cent of the indebted students did not 
even try to register, one-quarter of them for 
financial rcosons. Any student who cannot 
pay up back debts by Nov. 1 will be expelled, 
and the administration has added more 
pressure by scheduling registration for the 
winter term in mid-November. 

• Francophone CEGEP students are bitter 
over the Nouveàu^mnioJ»edagogique 
(NRP) - a newf^teniSlWith tougher 
academic regulations making it even harder 
to sUy in school which was applied gradually 
under Bourassa's regime, despite massive, if 
unorganized, student protest.

the sorest point of Bourassa's education 
record, its effects angering French and 
English-speaking students and staff alike. 
The government's proposed methods of 
reclassifying threatened to downgrade 
thousands "Of teachers at the cost of 
sometimes up to $2,000 in annual salary. 
Protest against the system last spring led to 
"course freezes" iii over 25 anglophone and 
francophone CEGEPs. With surprising 
arbitrariness, even for the Liberals, the 
government went so far as to put the St. 
Laurent GEGEP — where the "course 
freezes" were extended for some length of 
time — under trusteeship and evcntally 
cancelled the school t'erm! Parent, student 
and teacher protest during the , summer 
months gained a partial compromise with 
niakc-up courses set up at the beginning of 
this year, but anger at the Liberals still 
remains. 

The reclassification dispute was signifi- 
cant, as well, because for the first time it 
brought anglophone CEGEP -students into 
the streets to demonstrate against a 
government long under attack by their 
francophone counterparts. New ground was 
broken last September when the dispute 
spread into the high school sector, and 
thousands of Protestant School Board 
students closed down schools with class 
boycotts against cutbacks in their teachers' 
pay. ' ; ■ " 

Education policies have always been 
important election issues in Quebec, not only 
because of their links with the language 
issue, but also because of the central role 
they have played in successive govern- 
ments' plans to "modernize" Quebec since 
1960. In the past decade, education in 
Quebec has developed from an anarcliic 
system dominated by the Catholic Church on 
the one hand and an isolated, privileged 
Protestant Board on the other, to a 
full-ficdged multi-million dollar government 
enterprise. State intervention in education 
has increased so much that editorialists 
today never tiro of attacking "bureaucracy" 
as the root of all educational evils. 



A political education 
That criticism, unfortunately, misses the 
essentially poUticml nature of education. 
Much as the Montreal SUr enjoys blasting 
Corporation des Enseignants du Quebec 
(CEQ) President Yvon Gharbonneau îor 
mixing education with politics, the two are 
inextricably bound together. Even Educ- 



ation Minister Cloutier will tell you that, 
education is not "neutral" in the sense that it 
has to serve "society's needs". 

The question, of course, is how exactly 
those "needs" are determined and who they 
serve. The Liberal government seems to 
have an answer, though it is not publicizing 
it. A recently-published study by McGill 
graduate Pierre Fournier details the warm 
ties that exist between the Bourassa 
government and the captains of big business 
in Quebec. The surveyed exi-cutivus boasted 
about their "personal contacts" with cabinet 
ministers which they used to infiuence 
government policy. They told of meetings 
every couple of months organized by the 
Conseil general de l'industrie between 60 of 
the most powerful business magnates and 
Liberal ministers. At these sessions, every- 
thing from economic development to 
education was discussed. 

These facts give us some idea of \yhose 
"needs" the Liberal government are 
interested in servjng. 

Any government dedicated to the 
preservation of the "free enterprise" 
system, in fact, is obligated to pursue 
educational policies which strengthen two 
essential tasks of schools: First, the 
distribution of people to various social 
positions according to the needs of the 
labour market— this, in order to reproduce 
the social structure; and second, the 
promotion of a certain ideology to justify 
such a social structure. 

It is the necessity of the Liberals, as 
protectors of the status quo, to strengthen 
this double role of the schools, which 
explains their unpopular educational 
policies. 

The need to distribute personnel through 
the labour market, for example, is the 
motivating factor behind educational 
cutbacks which have led to tougher fee 
policies and the infamous teacher 
reclassification. 

The famous Parent report .— which 
recommended the CEGEP system, probably 
the most important^govcrnment education 
move of the 60s — explicitly called for "the 
best possible adjustment between the 
human capital furnished by the educational 
system and the needs of the labour market". 
But largely because of the instability of the 
capialist economy, the schools cannot, in the 
words of the report, "supply all the 
personnel required by the various sectors of. 
production" with 100 per cent efficiency. 



Thus, the CEGEPs that were recommended 
in the midst of the economic boom of the 
Quiet Revolution began producing thous- 
ands of excess skilled technicians and 
intellectuals who could not find jobs in the 
post-1969 recession economy. 

The production of human capital _ 

The Bourassa government has attempted 
to compensate for this error in two ways. 

First, by cutting back the "production" of 
human capital in the school machine. Thus, 
the Council of Universities recommended in 
May, 1972 "to restrain access to university 
such that fewer students will be at society's 
charge". This policy came to fruition the 
following summer when the government and 
the universities reversed more liberal fee 
policies at UQAM which allowed students to 
study while paying back debts over an 
extended period of time. Similar tightening 
in regulations occurred at the Université de 
Montreal. Striking students last year at both 
schools saw 'the new regulations as an 
intensification of a long-standing govern- 
ment policy of "selection": eliminating 
working class children from the upper 
echelons of education and forcing them onto 
the labour market. The struggle against 
selection is continuing this year at UQAM as 
the implementation of the new fee policies 
forces more and more students to <|uil 
school. Several organizational and political 
problems have so far prevented a repeat of 
the widespread, and at times violent, protest 
which marked last year's events. But the 
students have retained a strong political 
consciousness about selection, about the 
government's attempt to reproduce the 
social structure via the school by limiting the 
universities to an even more privileged 
minority and forcing an increasing number 
of students onto the labour market. ■ 

The second way Cloutier's education 
department sought to compensatc~for the 
schools' "overproduction" of pliable human 
capital was through cutbacks in "invest- 
ment": ' that is, through stemming 
educational expenditures. His ministry's 
1972-73 budget showed a 20 per cciit drop in 
the rate of increase of expenditures over the 
previous year, or a cut of $200,000,000. Even 
thu Gazette was perceptive to see "cutting 
thu costs of education" as the "most plausible 
explanation" behind the new classification. 

The most blatant, though by no means 
only manifestation of these cutbacks came in 
the form of the teacher reclassification 
scheme. 

Belt-tightening in the classroom 

Last year, the belt-tightening hit the 
francophone and anglophone CEGEPs, the 
case of St. Laurent being the most severe 
example. Many tracts, papers and discuss- 
ions emerged out of the spontaneous protest 
directed full force against the Bourassa 
regime. For the first time, too, the protest 
brought Dawson and Vanter CEGEP 
students, traditionally isolated from political 
activism, into the streets alongside their 
francophone confreres in a large 
demonstration against the government's 
policies. 

This year, Cloutier's budget-slashers 
moved on to cut the annual pay of 350 out of 
2,400 high school teachers of the Protestant 
School Board. Protest came in mild form 
from the board brass, with anger and * 
desperation from the teachers, and most 
surprisingly, from the students themselves. 
Thousands of high schoolers shut down their 
institutions for one or two days to show their

other side." 

He said it was "inevitable that 
sooner or later someone like Nader 
would ^rise to focus and articulate 
the dissatisfactions and frustr- 
ations that are widespread among 
American consumers." However, 
when business sees consumerism 
anil its spokesmen as its enemies. 



then "business is doirioiiitrating its 
.own failure to understand the 
healthy tensions and competing 
pressures that must always be 
present in that system if it is to 
survive. 

A leading business newspaper, 
the Wail Street Journal, agreed 
that "Nader has proved himself an 
excellent diagnostician of the ills of 
the marketplace" and American 
businessmen \yould do well to 
listen to himj'-r^ 



Nader began his crusades In 1966 
with his attack on the US 
automobile industry for their 
unsafe cars. Private detectives 
hired by General Motors investi- 
gated his monastic life, but were 
unable to uncover anything to 
discredit him. The past GM 
president, James Roch, was forced 
to publicly apologize for the 
snooping.

Istvan Meszaros, who it seems 
goes unappreciated in both the east 
and the west, came to Montreal 
Monday to talk to Montreal area 
students. 

Meszaros was forced to leave 
Hungary in 1956 after the defeat of 
the uprising there. Since then, he 
has taught at various universities 
in Europe. Last September, he was 
invited to take up a position at 
Toronto's York University, but the 
over-cautious immigration officials 
found him to be a security risk and 
denied his application for immi- 
grant status. 

Since then, he has remained in 
Canada, though his status remains 
uncertain and thus was able to 
speak to students at Loyola and Sir 
George Williams. 

Meszaros' topic of discussion at 
Loyola was "Liberalism and Marx- 
ism." The theories he presented 
were an extension of what he wrote 
in his latest book, Marx's Theory of 
Alienation. In that book he attem- 
pted to reconcile Marxist philos- 
ophy with the main trends of 
non-Marxist twentieth century ph- 
ilosophy. Since then he has gone 



one step further to create a synth- 
esis of the two. 

"The broad problem of liberalism" 
according to Meszaros, is the 
"complete absence of a theory of 
crisis." On the other hand, "Marx- 
ism is basically a theory of crisis, its 
relevance is also that.. .the main 
lack in Marxism is the absence of a 
theory of transition." 

Meszaros went on to say that no 
one has yet worked out the prob- 
lem. But his own position between 
the two cultures seems to qualify 
him for the job. 

It. is -quite apparent that Mes- 
zaros no longer considers himself a 
Marxist, and one wonders what the 
immigration department was so 
worried about. "In times like ours 
(for instance the terrible takeover 
in Chile) there is a tendency to say 
that the ideas of liberalism are just 
an ilfusion. This is a vast mistake." 

Still, he has not rejected his 
Marxist background completely. 
"Liberalism and Marxism have to 
fact the same crises," therefore 
there is a need for "permanent 
revolution" with "liberal freedoms 
used as the basis," said Meszaros.
